TURNPIKE MEETING. 

Pursuant to a public notice, a portion of the citi- 
&eus ot Bourbon and Nicholas counties assembled 
at the Meetinghouse in Millersburgh, on Saturday 
ure 16th lustaut, at 2 o’clock P. M. The object of 
the meeting having been stated by Mr. Gnffiith, 
Lewis Variant, Esq. was called to the chair, and 
Aquilla Wiltet appointed secretary. A moliou was 
then made that the Circular of the Maysvilie cor- 
responding Committee should be read, which was 
decided in the affirmative. 

A. D. Maun, then rose and observed, that he 
most cordially united with the citizens of Maysvilie 
upon the principle, that the great road from that 
town to Lexington tflTght to be speedily turupiked ; 
and that he really admired the euterpriBing dispo- 
sition manifested by them iu proposing to take the 
•lock of the first four miles within themselves. But 
be said, that this was a project he sincerely trust- 
ed would be accomplished by lm country, and not 
like the Louisville canal, given up to a company of 
individuals to make princely fortunes upon. He, 
therefore, would read a preamble and resolutions, 
which he had hastily drawn up, that would fully cm 
brace his views on the subject. 

Keutucuy is, doubtless, by this time, deeply im- 
pressed with the importance of Internal Improve- 
ments. If she is not, she should be ; for they are of 
peculiar worth. They serve a9 a stepping-stone to 
wealth and independence. This branch of industry, 
when brought into operation, dispels the ciaik and 
lowering clouds of adversity which hover uver a 
people, and place them fairly io the sunshine of 
prosperity. It is a fact, which will defy contradic- 
tion in truth, that for the last few years Kentucky 
has been in a must languishing coudiliou, and all 
her well meant ellorts iu remove the weighty bur- 
then ot distress frem the shoulders of her citizens 
has proved abortive. Her numerous remedial laws 
have disappointed the expectation of their project- 
ors. They have been deceptive and delusive. De- 
monstrative pruul has been given, that no relief can 
be of a permanent or durable nature, bijt that which 
is dug from the bowellsj of the earth. It, therefore, 
becomes the indispensable duty of the people of this 
commonwealth to rely no Roger on the fanciful 
hope, that time, with its vicissitudes, will alleviate 
and soften the misfortunes under which they have 
so long laboured. Something of a substantial na- 
ture must be adopted before they can extricate 
themselves from tne dilemma into wnich they have 
unfortunately been tlm wo. They must turn their 
attention to what nature has left undone. 

Amidst the many transcendent oiessings which 
bave been showered down upon Kentucky, n is her 
misfortune to be distantly and remotely located 
from the sea board. situated, however, as she is, 
in this respect, the means are furnished to overcome 
in part, the disadvantages arising therefrom. Her 
bills may oe dug dmvu, her dales may be heighten- 
ed. Abundant quarries of rock lie contiguous to 
her roads, to make tuem good and level turnpikes, 
and thereby shoricu the distance one hail to the 
places of shipment, by the velocity they would give 
to wagons ami other vehicles in convey ing produce 
away,aud bringing in return necessary articles of 
Merchandize of a heavy order. Binding her on the 
north, is a grand and majestic river, navigable tor 
boats of every description to its mouth, bt reams 
tributary to this run in different directions through 
her very heart, which are also uav.gatle fora lew 
day s, ior small boats, in to*-; *or.ng season of the 
year. The reliance, however -. .a* ♦.eeu p.a 

ced upon them for transportation, has be- injuri- 
ous ratner ti»au bcnelfcial to enterprising men, lat- 
terly. For instead of shipping their produce from 
Louisville or Maysvilie m the month of December, 
when it was in fair demand abroad, they have kept 
it frequently. on hand until iu Match or April, to a- 
vail themselves of the convenience afforded 
them by those smaller streams, when, upon reach- 
ing its place of destination, it would scarcely 
defray the expense of transportation. — But the day 
is gone by wuich justified traders in this slate to 
wait upon V ie spring freshets. Tst great v alley of 
die Mississippi, to the weal of us, now “blossoms 
as the ruse.” and by its enormous surplus, will, hi 
a lew years, completely giut li e cou.trierci.il depot 
of the west, before it can possibly be reached with 
fiat boats, from this or any other quarter of Ken- 
tucky , except that immediately on the banks of tuc 
Ohio. Moreover, the country up as far as Fitts 
burg!*, adjacent Vo tin river, will avail icself of the 
canal at Louisville, and send its traders off much 
earlier than it has miherto been accustomed; there- 
by reaching market with its produce much earlier 
than is practicable for ho^Us to get out of Licking, 
and qlhei streams of its size.

No: Ncw-Yurk, Pbi!adel-I 
phia and Baltimore will supersede that place en- j 
tirely. The excavation of a canal through the state 
of Ohio, which is now in rapid progression, to con- 1 
beet the waters of the Ohio nvei with those of Lake 
Eric, will open an entire inland water communica- 
tion from Maysvilie to the city of New- York. Then 
vili Kentucky turn her attention to a steady and 
healthy market, and abandon New Orleans to Indi- 
ana, Illinois and Missouri. 

Should the contemplated turnpike he commenc- 
ed next spring, scarcely will it be completed before 
boots, richly loaded with produce, will be plying 
through ihe very bosom of Ohio. But independent- 
ly of the Ohio canal, there is one in contemplation 
jirorn W heeling to the metropolis of our government, 
which, if accomplished, will still open a more di 
rent communication with ihe eastern and western 
cities. The good work of internal improvement is 
eroing on in other states most gloriously; and shall 
Kentucky remain anjdle spectator of this sublime 
scene, standing in a mire of mud up toiler neck? 
New- York will, in a short time, from the products 
of her canal, exempt her people entirely from taxa- 
tion; and it is believed, that the stock of the one in 
Ohio will be so lucrative as to enable her to tread 
in the 3ame track. Pennsylvania, by means of a 
canal, is turning her coal mines into money; and 
furnishing a livelihood for many of her citizens 
who, otherwise would have been without business 
New-Jer soy is occupied in cutting one to convey 
her manufactured articles and iron ore to market. 
A canal is nearly completed, which, when done, 
will bring together the waters of the Delaware and 
Chesapeake. In short, there is no section of A 
merica but which acknowledges the utility of in 
ternal improvements, and is making preparatory 
arrangements to profit by them. Evidence in the 
greatest abundance is ou record, to prove that the 
wealthiest countries on the face of the globe, are 
those that have paid the most attention to this 
branch of industry. Holland, by excavating canals, 
has reaped the rich harvest of her labors, and lias 
shown an example to the world, that they are of 
incalculable advantage. But we have testimony 
nearer Louie, that they are uot only useful but pro- 
fitable. 

Let us fora moment imagine that we shall never 
find it necessary to make oorsbipineots from Mays 
ville, is the necessity of the contemplated turnpike 
destroyed! There is not a mad behind the moun- 
tains more travelled than the one alluded to — none 
scarcely in America that would be, were it turn- 
piked. It may almost be considered as the great 
highway from Maine to New -Orleans. But were 
it in complete lepair, travellers would visit this state 
in a ten folJ degree. There are many inducements 
to attract the traveller and man ot pleasure hither; 
but they are overbalanced by a muddy, miery 
rough and hilly road. Scotland may boast offer ro- 
mantic highlands; England of her gay regions, and 
France of her vine covered hills — but Kentucky 
can boast of her salubrious climate, her fertile fields 
and her well timbered forests. Visit whatever por 
tiou of the world you may, the country between 
this and Lexington presents as delightful an aspect 
to the eye of the traveller as any ever witnessed; 
and hence it is the desire of every one going from 
east to west, from north to south, t.o feast his im- 
agination upon it. But tins is not the only indi ce- 
ment to the man of pleasme. The mineral springs 
in this state have already attained an exalted char- 
acter abroad for the superior quality of their water; 
and its beneficial effect in restoring the afilicted to 
health. The places have hitherto been neglected 
in consequence of their remoteness; but when our 
caaal9 and our highways shall be completed, they 
will become the greatest places of fashionable le- 
9ort in America. The mode of travelling will be 
rapid and pleasant, .md a new and brilliant era in 
the state of affairs will be constituted. Business 
will revive. The su eet sound of the saw and the 
plain, the hammer and the anvil, and all mechani- 
cal instruments w ill he heard with additional life 
| and vigor. The industrious farmer will out then 
j toil over his plough and sickle in vain: he will be 
jstimulated to pursue his avocation with diligence, 

I by the ample mw^incr iu which he will be remuner- 
1 ated. 

But this is not all. Many individuals are now 
i nut of business, and therefore are forced to seek a 
; a home in some more propitious state or territory 
This work would uot only be the cause of retaining 
j those citizen, but of furnishing them with a iiveli- 
i lioocL Others who possess property , and have* un- 
fortunately become embarrassed, would meet with 
an opportunity of disenthralling themselves, by 
working their hands and teams. Moreover, as soon 
as t Be first rock is broEc, money will begin to cir- 
culate, ami t:.e whole community will enjoy it as a 
oonuiioii fund. But In addition to alt this, state 
piud£ alone ought to be sufficient to carry the work 
into execution. 

It is desirable oo many accounts that this turn- 
pike should be a State concern. Individuals will, 
in the last resort, take the stock; but many, who 
would like to share the great dividend it will an- 
nually yield, are from a multiplicity of circum- 
stances, not now able to become stockholders; and 
lienee it would be monopolized altogether by capi- 
talists. Ev ery member of the commonwealth ouglit 
] to enjoy the peculiar advantages emanating from it 
—not the wealthy exclusively. — Besides, the sys- 
tem of incorporating individual companies i. , in 
:many ways objectionable. Should this road he 
- tnrnpiked at the expense of the state, it will he a 
j common concern, and in a few years would afford a 
siilficie.it revenue to defray the expenses incidental 
j to government. 

| It cnay be contended , however, by the citizens in 
the more remote counties, that they will enjoy none 
of its benefits, and therefore they w ill array them 
selves iu opposition to it. But will they be so self- 
;isli ns to oppose a measure pregnant with the ut 
most good, merely because it does not operate im- 
mediately upon them! They would deserve equally 
as much ridicule as the old woman who, because 
rain fora time did not descend upon her vegetation, 
prayed that none might fall elsewhere. T here is 
no section of ihe state that will not enjoy the hap- 
py etfectB resulting from this turnpike Yes, even 
the humblest individual will he a co partner in the 
blessings it will disseminate. The tax which he is 
periodically uunned for, will ultimately be entirely 
superseded by it. Exclusively of all this, it is ne- 
cessary that tiie work should be commenced some- 
where, and why not at Maysvilie! That place is

ered, it may be said that Kentucky is too poor to 
undertake a work of so much magnitude. Why, 
truly. $‘250,000 is a round sum of money, inJ it will 
fake that amount to complete the road the first 
sixty Jive miles. But shall this sum he a considera- 
tion sufficient to check the commencement of the 
work! It Kentucky has not the funds within her- 
self, the general government will, douiilli sk, lend 
her w L a t ever balance she may need. Congress 
will certainly pay due attention to any application 
that may be made for a loan. It cannot fail to feci 
a deep interest . that a work of so much importance 
should be speedily carried into execution. Unless 
it is done, the mail at no distant period must cease 
to run at the breaking up of winter. But the gen- 
eral government will be friendly to it on other ac- 
counts. The members of Congress from the west 
and south west, and ail governmental officers, have 
to travel upon this highway through the course of 
Fie year. Again, in the event of war, it would he 
.uglily serviceable in transporting troops to defend 
our frontier or sea board. In truth, it would he 
■\ strong Urk;n the chain which binds the several 
states together, compiling the American Union. 
I here fore, assistance may confidently he expected 

from the general government; and with inure cer- 
tainty than otherwise, because it has never distrib- 
uted one dollar of t!* funds in this state since the 
ratification of peace with Great Britain.

The 
respectable gentlemen present, w ould doubtless

! FLe answ er to this objection will be as readily re- 
collected:— A senate w as constituted to check and 
control him, w hen in their judgment, the public 
good requited it.

We were visited on the morning of the ; G '• 1 1 
inst. between three and i »ur o'cin. k. with one ot 
the most awful enrthqualo s that has been b it 
here for fifty years p si. at w tirh time nearly one 
halfof the town (lestrityed. — There were two 
shocks, the second more severe than the first, and 
tin; duration of each was about one rninote The 
noise resembled the rumbling of heavy joatletl 
wagons dragged over a paved archway, and 
finished with a tremendous r .\ plosion like ihe 
sinjuttanuous discharge ot an immense number ot 
cannon. The confusion was unexampled — men, 
women, and children suddenly leaving their beds 
and running in every direction; some with little 
clothing on ; many entuely naked. The most 
pitiful crie« and shrieks were heard from these 
terrified people who were to be seen running to 
the Cathailral and offering up their hurried de- 
votions ol'tiie moment; some were stupified with 
fear, some crossing and beating themselves with 
great zeal, others calling loudly on the Priests 
to assist them with their prayers and holy water; 
indeed it seemed that most of them thought of 
and asked the aid of the Creator for the lir-t time 
in their lives. It was generally supposed that 
from the weather being so close and sultry, that a 
repetition of the shock would take place. Phis 
hovveverdi l not occur, and the priests have at- 
tributed this special Providence to the efficacy of 
their prayers. After the agitation had in some 
measure subsided, large tubs amt bathing vessels 
were ti led with water, win -h being blessed by 
the priests, the superstitions part of the people 
immediately got into the consecrated element 
and remained for nearly an hou: up to their necks 
in holy water, supposing that it would protect 
them fi om another shock, hot tew houses were 
thrown down — no lives lost, and the damage w as 
comparatively trilling.

The following articles of information from 
Mexico, we copy from the Baltimore Patriot and 
Gazelle. 

“The Mexican Congress opened its session on 
the fourteenth September, with great formality, 
and every evidence of happiness and rejoicing 
was e.inred by the people on the interesting oc- 
casion. The Congress was discussing the pro- 
priety of laying an additional duty on all cotton 
and linen goods, particularly the firmer, which 
it was feared would lie entirely prohibited, should 
the law go into operation. 

“Our Minister, Mr Pointsett, was ably exert- 
ing his talents and influence in protecting the in- 
terests of the United States, and it was hoped he 
would he enabled to convince the .Mexicans of tie 
impolicy of the measure at the present moment, 
while the country requires a i.upplv of articles 
far beyond that which could be furnished from 
it- own resources, and making it necessarily de- 
pendent upon others for many things of primary 
importance ” 

A correspondent has favored us with the follow- 
ing tratislation.of a decree of the Mexican Gov- 
ernment, which is interesting to ail those who 
have, or contemplate connexions with, or invest- 
ments in Mexico: 

First Stcrtlary of State's O/ftcc. 

His Excellency the President of the United 
States of Mexico has been pleased to send me the 
following proclamation : 

The President of the United States of .Mexico to 
the inhabitants of the Republic, greeting. The 
General Congress have made the following de- 
cree: 

Aut. 1. The Executive shall fortify the bar of 
the river Goazacoalco. 

Aar. 2 He shall proceed immediately to pre- 
pare dwellings, &c. for the workmen and others, 
who may he sent thither for the secuiity of com- 
merce at that point. 

.\ B r. f? With the concurrence of the State of 
Vera Cruz, lie shall establish a settlement cou 
veriicnt to the said l>ar. 

Akt ‘1. He shall proceed to open a carrir.ge 
road, by contract, on such terms as he may think 
best, from the limits of the inland navigation of 
the Goazacoalco, to the Pacific and Tehuante- 
pec. 

Aar. 5. F»r the convenient construe lion olt'va 
road, he shall form a settlement voiil post a garri- 
son at (he fittest points, anc buy the requisite land 
fiom the respective States. 

Aht. b He shall invite the neighboring Slates, 
to co operate in opinion the road provisionally ; 
and afterwards; have it more solidly constructed. 

Aivt 7. The bar of St. Francisco and the 
Tehuantepec, is about to be opened, so as to ad- 
mit boats from the ports of the South Sea; and 
the Executive, conjointly with the State Oaquaca 
shall form a settlement at the mouths of the bay 
ol' Pilema, near the said liar.

On the 1st inst. a resolution was introduced in 
the Legislature of Tennessee, for ‘‘appointing a 
committee to confer with the supreme court on the 
subject of amending the present skeleton of a judi 
ciary system. ” This resolution produced a debate 
(says the Whig and Manner) very nnexnec’erHy in 
relation tu the judiciary. This discussion, t.ms in 
oidcntally occurring, will at least Ii3ve the effect 
of calling the attention of the Legislature to a mai- 
ler of vital importance, and will probably soon be. 
succeeded by a more systematic ^investigation of 
tlie questions involved in it. The judiciary commit- 
tee we understand, are busily engaged in maturing 
and preparing a report on the subject.*’ 

NOTES ON KENTUCKY; SECTION 13. 

Early in August 1782, large detachments of 1 n - » 
dian warriors from the Cherokee, Wyandots, Ta- 
was and Puttowatomies, as well as from several, 
other tribes bordering on the lakes, assembled in 
grand council at Chillicothe, where they were met 
by Simon Girtyand M’Kee, two renegado white j 
men, unprincipled in disposition, and stained witlij 
the blood of innocent women and children J thtirj 
Jives were assimilated to the customs and habits 
of the Indians, from which, and their general 
knowledge of the white people, they had acquired j 
the confidence of the Indians, were faithful to their 
interests, and assisted at and were conspicuous in 
their councils. 

Girty in order to inflame the minds of the young 
warriors against the Kentuckians, took an cleva-l 
ted stand, when he disengaged his arm from his J 
blanket, assumed the attitude of an Orator, and to 
the painted savage assembly, equipped in all the 
babillatnents of war, delivered the follow. ng ad- 
dress: 

“Brothers. — The fertile region of Kentucky, 
is t he land of cane and clover — spontaneously 
growing to feed the buffaloe, the elk and the deer; 
there the bear and the beaver are always fat — 
the Indians from all the tribes, have had a right 
from time immemorial, to hunt and kill unmolested 
these wild animals, and being off their skins, to pur' 
chase for themselves clothing. — To buy blankets 
for their backs aud rum to send down their throats, | 
to drive away the cold aud rejoice their hearts af-| 
ter the fatigues of hunting and the toil of war. (great, 
applause from the croud.) But 
“Brothers, 

The long knives* have overrun your country, 
and usurped your hunting grounds — they have des- 
troyed the cane — trodden down the clover — kil- 
led the deer and the buffaloe, the bear and the! 
raccoon: — The beaver has been chased from his 
datnf and forced to leave the country, (palpable 
emotion among the hearers.) 

“Brothers, 

The intruders on your lands exult in the suc- 
cess that has crowned their flagitious acts.— They 
are building cabbins and making roads on the 
veiy ground of the Indian camp and war-path. — j 
They are planting fruit trees and ploughing the j 
lands where not long since were the caoebreak; 
and clover field. — \Y f as there a voice in the tree* 
of the forest, or articulate sounds iu the gurgling 
waters, every part of t his country would call on 
you to chase away these ruthless invaders, who are 
laying it waste. — Unless you rise in the majesty of 
your might, and exterminate their whole race, you 
may bid adieu to the hunting ground of your fa- 
thers— to the delicious flesh of the animals with 
which it once abounded^and to the skins with which 
you were once enabled to purchase your clothing! 
and jour rum.” 

In flamed to frenzy with this harrangue ,the young] 
warriors expressed their approbation, and evinced 
their determination to comply with the recommen-] 
dations of the speaker, by extending an outstretch- 
ed arm towards Kentucky, (grasping the toma 
hawk) an 1 slicking it into the ground with a hediotis 
yell. The old warrmrs signified their approbation ] 
by a loud sonorous Grit it! 

No sooner had Girty concluded his harrangue, than 
the Indians took up the line of march for Kentuc-: 
ky, with the determination first to take Bryan’s 
station, after which to'- act as circumstances should, 
direct. 

Bryau’s station contained about forty cabbins, 
built so as to form a parallelogram of about 200 
yards long and o0 wide, and where the houses did 
not join, the vacancy was filled up with pickets.' 
The angles were strengthened by bolekhousos ' 
which answered the, purpose of bastions.
